READ  THE  CULTURE  DIRECTIONS. 
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Don’ts  for  Gladiolus  Growers 

DON’T — When  you  receive  your  order  of  bulbs,  leave  them 
in  a  tight  box  or  bag.  Bulbs  are  alive  and  need 
fresh  air. 

DON’T — When  planting  your  bulbs,  plant  too  deep.  Plant 
large  bulbs  6  inches  deep,  medium  sized  bulbs  4 
inches  deep,  bulbs  %  to  %  inches  3  inches  deep 
and  bulblets  1 14  to  2  inches  deep. 

DON’T — Neglect  to  fight  the  worst  enemy  to  Gladiolus,  the 
weeds.  Keep  after  them  while  they  are  small,  cul¬ 
tivate  often. 

DON’T — Use  a  dull  knife  or  scissors  to  cut  flowering  spikes. 

Be  sure  to  use  a  sharp  knife  and  leave  at  least 
four  leaves  to  produce  good  bulbs  for  the  following 
season. 

DON’T — Dig  your  bulbs  this  fall  and  throw  them  into  burlap 
bags  and  put  them  in  a  corner  of  your  cellar.  Ut¬ 
most  care  should  be  taken  in  storing  bulbs,  a  few 
days  out  in  the  sun  and  wind  will  help  cure  them 
and  then  store  them  in  shallow  boxes  two  or  three 
inches  deep.  Look  at  your  bulbs  during  the  winter 
and  give  them  an  airing. 

NOTE— 

These  don’ts  I  hope  will  be  helpful  to  all.  Having 
supervised  the  shipping  of  nearly  95,000  dozen  Glad¬ 
iolus  blooms  and  the  harvesting  of  four  million 
bulbs  during  the  season  of  1933,  I  feel  that  I  would 
like  to  pass  on  to  our  customers  some  of  the  helpful 
hints  I  have  gleaned  by  personal  experience.  If  any 
of  our  customers  have  Gladiolus  problems,  I  will  be 
pleased  to  give  them  any  information  that  I  can  in 
regard  to  the  growing  or  harvesting  of  Gladiolus 
bulbs.  Just  drop  me  a  line.

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CULTURE 

Gladiolus  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  full  sunshine  and 
will  not  thrive  in  shady  places.  If  planted  in  rows  we  re¬ 
commend  a  double  row  with  bulbs  about  4  inches  apart;  if 
in  beds  plant  from  4  to  6  inches  each  way.  Plant  from  4  to  6 
inches  deep  on  moderately  rich  soil  and  do  not  allow  bulbs 
to  come  in  contact  with  fresh  manure.  It  is  best  to  apply 
manure  in  the  fall  and  dig  it  info  the  soil  in  the  spring. 
They  may  be  planted  any  time  after  the  ground  is  fit  to  work 
and  should  be  kept  free  from  weeds  at  all  times.  With  clean 
cultivation  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  apply  water,  but  if  it 
becomes  necessary,  water  very  thoroughly  about  once  a 
week,  rather  than  a  little  every  day. 

When  cutting  flowers  leave  4  full  leaves  to  mature  the 
bulb.  Remove  faded  flowers  and  cut  off  a  little  of  the  stem 
every  day  and  they  will  last  a  week  or  more  in  good  con¬ 
dition. 

When  leaves  turn  yellow  or  are  killed  by  frost  dig  up 
the  bulbs,  cut  off  the  tops  close  to  the  bulb,  and  spread  out 
in  the  sun  to  dry.  When  thoroughly  dry  place  in  shallow 
boxes  and  in  a  dry  frost  proof  place.  Do  not  store  in  tight 
bags  or  in  deep  boxes  as  they  must  have  good  ventilation 
or  they  will  mould  and  rot.  The  old  dried  up  bulbs  and 
bulblets  may  be  removed  at  any  time  before  planting. 

If  you  have  the  room  you  will  find  much  enjoyment  in 
planting  the  bulblets  and  watching  them  develop.  Plant 
thickly  in  rows  about  2  inches  deep  early  in  the  season. 
While  germination  is  somewhat  uncertain  yet  if  you  have 
fair  success  you  will  find  this  a  very  inexpensive  way  to 
secure  a  stock  of  some  of  the  higher  priced  varieties. 
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CAUTION 

When  you  receive  bulbs,  no  matter  where 
from,  open  packages  immediately  to  admit  air, 
and  store  in  a  cool  place  but  keep  from  frost. 
Leave  top  of  bags  open,  or  better  place  in  shallow 
box.  They  must  not  be  left  in  closed  bags.
